THE  FARTHING 


We  search  for  definite  at- 
tribution of  the  Bible  far- 
thing; we  study  the  dilepton, 
quadrans,  chalcus , assarion, 
and  are  lost  in  the  maze 
again.  We  return  to  the 
opinion  with  which  we  began, 
that  absolute  certainty  of 
correct  attribution  is  im- 
possible--but  the  impossi- 
bility adds  to  the  attraction. 
The  lure  is  strong--we  know 
we  shall  be  back,  trying 
again. 

We  are  confident  the 
assarion  was  one  kind  of  far- 
thing. We  like  to  take  an 
assarion  of  Jesus'  time  in 
our  palm,  and  go  through  the 
New  Testament  searching  out 
farthing  stories. 

Before  we  begin  that  search 
here,  let's  take  a good  look 
at  the  little  brass  assarion. 
It  has  on  its  obverse  a 
winged  sphinx,  on  its  reverse 
an  amphora — egg-shaped  vase 
with  two  handles  and  a 
pointed  base.  We  are  told 
that  it  was  made  on  the 
island  Chios  (kye'os),  which 
was  only  a short  distance  froB 
the  central  western  shore  of 
Asia  Minor,  or  across  the 
Aegean,  and  a bit  north,  from 
Athens.  St. Paul's  ship 
passed  Chios  on  his  last 
voyage  to  Jerusalem. 

(Acts  20:15)  Modern  scholars 
concede  that  of  the  seven 
places  claiming  to  be  the 
birthplace  of  Homer,  epic 
poet  of  Greece,  none  has  such 
strong  claims  as  has  Chios, 
Today  it  is  called  Scio 
(sy 'oh) . 

We  find  that  the  word 
"Farthing"  appears  just  four 
times  in  the  Bible. 

1.  In  Jesus'  "Sermon  on  the 
Mount"  we  are  told,  that  when 
we  are  at  the  altar  we  are 

to  be  mindful  of  our  situa- 
tion with  other  people,  that 
there  is  a right  relationship 
between  our  sacrifice  to  God 
and  our  service  to  our  fellow 
man,  that  we  are  not  wholly 
just  toward  God  until  we  are 
wholly  just  toward  humanity. 
And  that  if  we  are  otherwise, 
we  pay  a dear  price: 

"Verily  I say  unto  thee. 
Thou  Shalt  by  no  means 
come  out  thence,  till 
thou  hast  paid  the 
uttermost  farthing." 

(Mat.  6:26)

"But  the  very  hairs  of 
your  head  are  all 
numbered .

LEPTON  OF  JOHN  HYRCANUS 

The  moment  we  pick  up  this 
small  copper  coin  we  say, 
"Widows  Mite'"  There  must 
have  been  a very  large  out- 
put of  this  John  Hyrcanus 
mite,  because  from  John 
Hyrcanus'  time  as  high  priest 
and  chief  authority  over  the 
Jews--135-1 05  (there  is  un- 
certainty about  the  date  of 
his  death,  6,  5,  or  4)--for 
a hundred  and  fifty  years 
there  seems  to  have  been  many 
of  them  in  use . 

The  word  lepton  originally 
applied  to  the  smallest 
bronze  coin  of  Greece.  There 
are  leptons  along  the  various 
Jewish  reigns  over  Judaea, 
and  they  are  usually  ref erred 
to  as  mites . 

Like  ail  the  other  early 
members  of  the  Hasmonean 
(haz-moe-nee 'an)  family, 

John  Hyrcanus,  son  of  Simon 
Maccabaeus,  was  a man  of 
sterling  quality.  In  nearly 
the  whole  of  his  reign  he  was 
popular.  He  ruled  vigorously 
and  wisely.  He  renewed  the 
friendly  alliance  with  Rome. 
He  took  Idumea  on  the  south, 
whence  came  Antipater  and  his 
descendants,  the  Herodians, 
and  compelled  the  Idumaeans 
to  submit  to  and  obey  Mosaic 
Law.  You  will  find  in 
I Maccabees  16:23  these  words 
about  him:  " . . . worthy 
deeds  which  he  did." 

He  expanded  his  territory 
on  the  north,  leveled  the 
city  of  Samaria,  and  des- 
troyed the  Samaritan  temple 
on  Mt.  Gerizim,  the  place  of 
worship  which  a hundred 
sixty  years  later  was  men- 
tioned to  Jesus  by  the  Sama- 
ritan woman,  first  person  to 
whom  Jesus  revealed  his 
Messiahship--as  they  stood  by 
the  well  of  Sychar:  "Our 
fathers  worshipped  in  this 
mountain  ..."  she  told  him. 
(John  4:20) 

Although  Antiochus  VII 
(Sidetes)  had  made  kindly 
overtures  toward  Simon,  giv- 
ing him  permission  to  coin 
money,  now,  toward  Simon's 
son  John  Hyrcanus,  he  was 
behaving  differently,  for  he 
had,  in  the  intervening  years 
become  less  in  need  of  the 
friendship  of  the  Jews.  He 
now,  according  to  the  Jewish 
historian  Josephus,  marched 
against  Jerusalem.  When  the 
Syrians  were  about  to  beseige 
it,  John  Hyrcanus  broke  into 
the  900-year-old  sepulchre  of 
David  in  the  hope  of  finding

precious  metal  with  which  to 
bribe  the  Syrians  to  depart. 

Hyrcanus  found  in  that  tomb 
3000  talents  of  silver.  That, 
of  course,  was  weigh t--chunks 
bits,  granules,  not  coins. 
David's  day  did  not  know 
coins.  In  United  States 
money  3000  talents  of  silver 
(using  table  of  Oxford  Bible, 
S. S. Teacher ' s Edition)  would 
be  worth  3000  times$1642 . 50 , 
or  $4,927,500.00.  For  a con- 
siderable part  of  the  find 
the  Syrians  withdrew.  So  the 
silver  of  David's  tomb,  by 
the  wisdom  of  John  Hyrcanus, 
saved  his  people,  the  Jews, 
and  the  Holy  City,  from  de- 
struction by  Antiochus  VII 
of  Syria. 

It  was  John  Hyrcanus'  high 
priesthood  that  brought  him 
grief.  It  happened  in  this 
way:  Hyrcanus  was  a Pharisee, 
and  exceedingly  popular  with 
that  party.  One  day  Eleazar, 
a Pharisee  of  strong,  hgih 
standing,  advised  him  to  lay 
aside  the  high  priesthood  and 
be  content  with  only  temporal 
power . 

Hyrcanus  took  that  advice 
as  an  insult.  Angered,  he  de- 
serted his  party  and  joined 
the  Sadducees.  The  Sadducees 
were  decidedly  in  the  minor- 
ity. From  that  time  the  popu- 
larity of  Hyrcanus  rapidly 
wsn  G d 

Often  the  little  leptons 
or  mites  show  carelessness  on 
the  part  of  the  moneyer.  Or 
perhaps  they  were  too  tiny 
for  men's  fingers  to  handle 
skillfully.  Sometimes  the 
flan  has  been  carelessly 
placed  on  the  die,  showing  a 
poorly-centered  coin  on  the 
obverse.  Sometimes  the  punch 
has  been  ceirelessly  placed  on 
the  flan,  showing  a wry  re- 
verse. Frequently  the  mallet 
has  been  too  heavily  applied 
on  one  side,  giving  the  mite 
a very  thin  edge  on  one  side 
and  a too-thlck  edge  on  the 
other . 

The  obverse  of  the  mite  of 
John  Hyrcanus  has  four  lines 
of  legend  in  a wreath  of 
olive  or  laurel:  "John  the 
High  Priest  and  the  Senate  of 
the  Jews."  Its  reverse  has 
a poppyhead  between  two  cor- 
nucopias (horns  of  plenty) . 

Hyrcanus  is  believed  to 
have  founded  the  Jewish  San- 
hedrin (san 'he-drin) , that 
supreme  judicial  council  of 
the  Jews,  a council  of 
seventy  members,  founded  es-

WHEN  'GOOD  FORS'  WERE  BAD 

FOR  THE  BOERS 

Imagine  our  government  sud- 
denly substituting  crude 
cereal  box  tops  for  our  crisp, 
new  banknotes,  and  using  thse 
same  items  for  folding  money 
in  our  daily  transactions. 
Think  of  your  dissatisfaction 
upon  bending  this  stiff, 
breakable  cardboard  currency 
a few  times  and  have  it  split 
into  two  or  three  pieces  which 
had  either  to  be  discarded  or 
patched  together,  and  you  can 
then  visualize  the  emotions 
of  the  early  19th  Century 
Dutch  colonists  of  South 
Africa  when  their  new  "Good 
fors"  which  derived  their 
name  from  the  first  paper 

issue  bearing  "Goed  voor 

Kaapsche  Ri jksdaalders"  came 
into  being. 

This  paper  money  was  printed 
in  various  denominations  and 
the  Rlx  dollars  were  much  too 
large  for  practical  use,  being 
about  5 3/4  inches  long  and 
3 l/4  inches  wide.  They 
faded  easily,  dirtied  quickly, 
broke  in  two  without  much 
effort,  and  soon  became  de- 
faced . 

Throughout  the  Eastern  Pro- 
vince there  was  a conglomer- 
ation of  specie  from  India, 
Spain,  Portugal,  Holland,  and 
England  which  circulated 
freely  through  Cape  Town  that 
received  its  trade  regularly 
from  foreign  ships.  The 
value  of  the  various  kinds  of 
different  money  had  to  be  set 
to  scale  with  the  Cape  Cur- 
rency and  English  money.  A 
doubloon  (16  Spanish  dollars)

or  144  stivers,  or  9 shillings 
6 pence  English.  A pagoda 
brought  in  exchange  16  skill- 
ings or  96  stivers  which  was 
the  same  as  8 shillings  in 
English.  A rupee  bracketted 
itself  with  5 skillings,  or 
30  stivers  which  brought  2 
shillings,  6 pence  in  English. 
The  Rix  dollar  recorded  two 
shillings,  the  skilling 
equalled  a sixpence,  ami  the 
stiver  one  penny. 

On  November  1808,  2500  Good 
Fors  were  stamped  and  signed. 
This  cheaply  printed  cur- 
rency necessitated  new  re- 
newals of  the  same.  The  mint 
receiver-general,  and  a mem- 
ber of  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  saw  to  the  complete 
destruction  of  old  money 
(paper)  that  found  its  way 
back  to  the  treasury,  and 
checked  it  mostly  for  counter- 
feits. 

When  this  monetary  process 
was  completed,  the  secretary 
of  the  Court  of  Justice  went 
to  the  office  of  the  Colonial 
Secretary,  applied  for  and  re- 
ceived a box  containing  the 
new  metal  stamps  for  printing 
(dies)  and  the  cartoon,  which 
was  the  stout  paper  cut  to 
the  right  size  having  on  one 
side  a colored  design.  Then 
in  the  presence  of  two  members 
of  the  Court  of  Justice  and 
the  Attorney-General,  the 
paper  issue  had  their  face 
value  stamped  upon  them.  At 
the  end  of  this  operation,  the 
dies  were  replaced  in  the  box, 
carefully  fastened  and  sealed 
to  await  the  official  signa- 
tures being  placed  thereon 
before  circulation.  Any  and 
all  pieces  bore  the  names  of 
three  high  government  men, 
with  different  sets  of  offi- 
cials for  the  different  deno- 
minations. The  new  money  was 
then  exchanged  for  the  old, 
damaged  bills. 

According  to  official  recorcfc 
there  were  ninety  renewals 
in  nineteen  years  from  1807 
to  1827. 

The  old  used  notes,  after 
being  carefully  checked,  were 
incinerated  in  the  courtyard 
of  the  government  castle,  and 
if  the  Job  could  not  be  com- 
pleted In  one  day,  it  was 
stretched  on  into  another 
appointed  session  until  the 
job  was  finished.
